The present * of e.-a1 damp makes the 
work of reseue very dangerous, and is 
seriously hindering the efforts of the 
workers. 
These ar*- the outlines of a most 
heart-rending calamity, the only dis­ 
aster which has occurred in British 
Columbia exceeding it in magnitude 
being the death of 157 men in Well­ 
ington mine. 18 years ago. The scene 
in the neighborhood of the mouth of 
the tunnel is distressing in the ex­ 
treme, and all the more so as it is 
utterly impossible to hold out any 
hope to the worn* n. whose cries are 
for entombed husbands an i fathers 
and brothers. 
In No. 2 tunnel, in 
which th** first explosion occurred, 
from IOO to 120 nu n ani boys are 
usually employed, anad in No. 3 tun­ 
nel to which the explosion extended, 
about So men g< nerally work. In both 
mines there are many foreigners, and 
the difficulty of disciplining these men 
and impressing upon them the danger 
of the use of unprotected lights has 
always been very great.

sixteen survived, aud fourteen of these 
subsequently died.
